MEXICO CITY — A constitu­ 
tional am endm ent allowing 
Mexico to comply with the terms 
of a prisoner-exchange treaty 
negotiated with the United 
States was published in the offi­ 
cial gazette Friday and takes 
effect immediately. 
The treaty was sigm*d last T hanks­ 
giving and ratified by the M exican 
Senate in December. 
Now it only needs approval by the 
I .S. Senate and an exchange of in ­ 
struments of ratification to allow U.S. 
inmates in Mexico and Mexicans jailed 
in the U nited S ta te s to s e rv e th e 
rem ainder of their sentences in their 
homelands. 
Until the constitutional am endm ent 
was passed. Mexico had no authority to 
make prisoner exchanges with other 
countries. 


Amendment 


The amendment, inserted as a p ara­ 
graph in Article 118 of the Constitution 
d ealin g with the .Judicial S y ste m , 
specifies that prisoners must give their 
consent for exchange. 


U.S. diplomatic sources predict it 
will take until April for the first ex­ 
change if the U.S. Senate ratifies the 
treaty and the U.S. Congress approves 
enabling legislation. 
The M exican C ongress has e ffec­ 
tively shelved penal reform legislation 
submitted as the result of a cam paign 
led by U.S. inm ates seeking parole 
from prisons in Mexico. 
Several hundred inmates went on a 
hunger strike in December in support 
of the legislation, which would have 
reinstated parole rights for drug of­ 
fenders. a privilege taken away by 
legislation in 187*2. 
There are an estim ated HOO A m er­ 
icans in Mexican jails, m ost held in 
connection with d ru g v io latio n s in ­ 
volving marijuana and cocaine. 
The parole bill was introduced last 
Sept. 7 along with the constitutional 
am endment by then-President Luis 
Ech eve iris, who left office Din*. 1.

Morales w as shot to death by Hayes 
while in the officer’s custody Sept. 14, 
1975. Hayes’ wife. Dorothy, was given a 


one-year probated sentence in July for 
taking M orales’ body and burying it in 
a shallow East Texas grave.

CHICAGO (AP) — At least ll p e r­ 
sons were killed and m ore than 200 
injured F rid a y when one ru sh -h o u r 
elevated train slam m ed into the back 
of another one stopped on tilt* tracks, 
sending cars and passengers plunging 
into the strt*et below, authorities said. 


“ People fell out of the train and the 
train fell on top of them .” a witness 
said. 


The crash occurred in the heart of 
tile downtown business district. 


Ambulances flooded into the area as 
crews struggled with saws and torches 
to free trapped passengers. 
Sharp turn 
The crash, coming ut the* end of a 
storm that dumped nearly four inches 
of snow on the city, occurred about 5:30 
p.m. as the train rounded a sharp turn 
tin trucks that form the northeastern 
arc of Chicago’s Loop. 
Three ears of the tram , headed for 
the w e ste rn s u b u rb of O ak P a r k , 
plunged from the tracks into the stm*t 
and a fourth was piled ato p one of 
them.

AUSTIN — A man charged 
with killing an Austin woman 
and one of two teen-aged girls 
whose skeletal remains were 
found near Kerrville escaped 
from custody here Friday. 
Lt. Joe Jordan of the Austin hom i­ 


cide b u reau said the m a n , Lyle RI- 
chard B ru m m e t, 20, of A ustin, was 
allowed to go to an unguarded b ath ­ 
room from a police interrogation room 
Friday afternoon. 


Jordan theorized B rum m et left tin* 
m e n ’s room , went down a co rrid o r, 
took the elevator to the ground floor 
and left Austin police h e a d q u a rte rs 
unnoticed. 


Brummet had ('artier in the day been 
tran sp o rted to K errville because lie 
had told investigators he could lead 
them to another grave, Austin police 
reported. 


After no such grave was found in 
Kerr County, B rum m et was taken back 
to Austin, where he underwent ques­ 
tioning in the interrogation room prior 
to Ids escape. Jordan said. 


When told B ru m m e t had e sca p ed 
only hours after the search, Dist Ally. 
Joe T uck, of K errville, said, “ Good 
Lord. I c a n ’t believe it. T h e w hole 
thing might have been a ruse to got out 
of jail.” 


Brum m et had been in Austin police 
custody since last sum m er after being 
ch a rg ed with capital m u rd e r in the 
strangulation death of Diam* K. Ro­ 
berts, 22, of Austin.

Mayor Pro Tem Henry Cis­ 
neros said Friday City Council 
has agreed not to support any of 
the sick pay bills in the state 
legislative hopper. 


“ We have a good reaso n for not 
choosing one. We don’t have dollar fi­ 
gures for the various options,” he de­ 
clared. 


The council decision was m ade late 
Thursday in a closed door huddle with 
top city staff. 


Cisneros took the lid off the closed- 
door conference Friday in light of re­ 
ports the city’s failure to respond with 
su p p o rt has d raw n s h a rp co m m en t 
from State Sen. Frank Lombardino. 
Other council m em bers confirm ed 
the gist of the reported non-support 
decision but refused to provide details. 
City officials insist a critical budget 
d ra in h as been c r e a te d by a 1975 
am endm ent that allows fire fighters 
and police officers to accrue unlimited 
sick leave at the rate of 15 days a year. 
On retirem ent or when leaving ser­ 
vice, they are paid a lump sum for all 
unused sick leave under that act. 
Lombardino is the author of four new 


bills offering options for rem edying 
the unlimited sick leave accrual diffi­ 
culty the city claim s to be in. 
Fund drain 


L om b ard in o played a key role in 
bringing San Antonio under the 1975 
legislation lifting the previous 90-day 
accrual ceiling. 
Lombardino’s new bill offer options 
ranging from a reaffirm ation of the 
unlimited sick leave situation through 


return to the old 90-day ceiling or top­ 
ping accrual at a new 120-day limit 
City staff, Cisneros noted, still has 
detailed assessm ent to do on each of 
the options and several variations be­ 
fore council is prepared to offer any 
opinion on the bills. 
The bill suggesting a return to the 
90-day ceiling also calls for a g ran d ­ 
father clause protecting those fire and 
police p ersonnel who alre ad y have 
more than 90 days to their credit. 


City Hall staff, meanwhile, has pro­ 
duced exact figures on city obligations 
under several sick pay accrual options 
for fire fighters and police officers on 
the m unicipal payroll as of Dee. 31, 
1970. 
Their records indicate 2,101 fire and 
police personnel had sil k leave accu­ 
mulation totalling 199,472 days

(The Air Force has 21 w eeks, but 
they are only 43 hours.) 


The object of the long, gruelling 
Murine tx Mil training is discipline and 
attrition of unsuitables. 


Bul a British marine or guardsman 
(lo whom Marines are often com ­ 
pared) or a Foreign Legionnaire has 
to put in a minimum of six months as 
a recruit. 
These six-month periods are ad­ 
m ittedly also em p irical but they 
represent the best judgment of some 
seasoned pros in the guards and in 
the legion, who may not exactly share 
the viewpoint and perceptions of 
bright economists and statisticians. 


Probably the fundamental differ­ 
ence between the civilian efficiency

Hard truth 


The hard truth is that we are the 
most recklessly wasteful people in tin* 
world, that, by his own estimate, we 
are actually wasting more fuel than we 
import from other countries. 


Our record since the oil embargo of 
1973 is neither good nor generous, but 
is a national disgrace. 


This is not one of those big obscure 
and complicated questions — like what 
to do about cruise missiles or Backfire 
bombers — that ordinary folk can’t 
quite figure out. 


It’s as simple as turning down the 
thermostat to 85 and sticking to the 
speed limit. 


But for all the pleadings and warn­ 
ings of the past three years, the con­ 
sumption of fuel has kept going up 
until we are now relying on foreign 
sources for about 49 per cent of our 
supplies. 


New approach 


The stage was set for a realistic new 
approach to this mounting problem. 
The President was making his first 
major policy speech since the inau­ 
guration. 


The country has been in the deep­ 
freeze for almost a month, but he 
didn’t focus on the emergency. 
Ile ranged over a wide field of sub­ 
jects, many of them familiar from his 
old campaign speeches, and called for 
a “ spirit of cooperation and mutual 
effort” to help him develop “ predicta­ 
ble, long-range programs that we can 
Im* sure we can afford and that we know 
will work.’’ 


What is at issue here is Carter’s as­ 
sumption that the American people 
will respond to his modest appeals. 


He asked the people for “dedication 
— perhaps even for sacrifice.” 


No ringing call 


I bis is scarcely a ringing call for 
action equal to the problem, and by the 
time he produces his own energy pro­ 
gram on April 29. the chances are that 
the memories of the hard winter will 
have faded and the Congress will be 
less willing to vote an effective energy 
policy than it is today. 
N evertheless, Carter has his own 
sense of timing and his own personal 
approach to government. 
Roosevelt took ad vantage of the 
economic crisis of 1933 to rush through 
a program iii “ the first PMI da>s.” on 
the theory that his authority would slip 
with the jiassage of tune. 
Lyndon Johnson did the same iii the 
immediate* months after the assassin­ 
ation of President Kennedy. 


Carter obviously has a different phi­ 
losophy. 


He is playing down Ins own authuri- 


“There is no way that I, or anybody 
else*, can solve our energy problems if 
you are not willing to help, ’ he said. 
He is seeking voluntary cooperation, 
and avoiding mandatory controls, and 
this seems to he his approach ill other 
fields as well. 


The question 


The question is whether quiet ex­ 
hortation will work. 
As soon as he departs from general 
principles and calla for specific action, 
he runs into opposition. 
In the energy field, there is far from 
general agreement that substantial 
savings eau he made without hurting 
the economy and lowering the nation’s

WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
unemployment rate fell to an eight- 
month low of 7.J per cent in January, 
but the White House said Friday the 
figures are deceptive and the cold 
weather probably w ill push the rate up 
again this month. 


One Labor Department official said 
the decline in January unemployment 
could be partly caused by people giv­ 
ing up the search for work because of 
the cold w e a th e r, e s p e c ia lly 
in 
agricultural areas where the cold has 
destroyed entire crops. 


The J a n u a ry u n em p lo y m e n t r a te 
was down a full half of a percentage 
point from the December rate of 7.8 
per cent and equaled the post-reces­ 
sion low of last May. By comparison, 
the recession’s high was 9 per cent in 
May 1975. 


The J a n u a ry d ec lin e in u n e m ­ 
ployment was widespread throughout 
all job c a te g o rie s , e s p e c ia lly for 
adults. 
But White House P ress S ecretary 
Judy Powell said that while President 
Carter is pleased by the development. 


his "pleasure is tinged with a heavy 
degree of caution. 
"The economy is not improving an­ 
ywhere near as fast as these figures 
would indicate,” Powell said. He ad ­ 
ded that unemployment probably will 
rise in February as the effects of the 


cold w eath er and the n a t u r a l g a s 
shortage make themselves felt. 
Almost all of the decline in u n e m ­ 
ployment was due to a big drop in the 
nujnber of workers in the labor force, 
which officials were unable to fully 
explain. 


Mecca for all 
who love birds 
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The upper deck of a small 
boat off Blackjack Peninsula on 
the Gulf Coast of Texas is an 
unexpected place to meet an 
Australian. 
The boat was moving up the Inter­ 
coastal Waterway. 
What a beautiful scene it was! 
These are the scatters of the sea — 
mile after mile of thick, matted swamp 
g rass, dotted with saltw ater ponds, 
inlets and winding channels that the 
bright afternoon sun was turning to 
silver. 
Everyw here you looked were the 
birds — gulls, terns, cranes, herons, 
pelicans, cormorants, geese — and a 
dozen varieties of ducks. 
And over the long, long stretches of 
brown swamp grass, the biggest hawks 
you ever saw sailed — and looked —in 
their unending fight against sta rv a ­ 
tion. 
It is a conservative estimate that in 
that 4-hour boat trip, those aboard 
spotted or had pointed out to them 
more than 75 species of birds. 
That was not too unusual. It has been 
reported that the longest list of birds 
ever tallied in the U.S. in one day was 
found in this area — 204 species. 
List of birds 
The Australian, too, had his list of 
birds he was checking off. 
But what he said when Bonnie and I 
introduced ourselves to him put the 
purpose of the boat trip in focus. 
“ You know,” he said, “ for those of 
us around the world who love birds — 
this is Mecca.” 
It is “ Mecca” for one reason. 
T h is is the winter home of the 
Whooping Cranes. 
The fight — now going on for more 
than 25 years — to save the noblest of 
all waterfowl from extinction has cap­ 
tured the imagination of people every­ 
where. 
The Australian was John Mildren 
from Ballarat, in the state of Victoria. 
Mildren is a teacher at Ballarat Col­ 
lege for Advanced Education. He is 
now at Texas A&M studying commun­ 
ity education methods. 
But the first chance he got — here he 
came to the area of the Aransas N a­ 
tional W ildlife R efu ge to see the 
whoopers. 
Boat trip 
The Sea Gun R esort Hotel — on 
Highway 35 where Aransas Bay and 
Copano Bay join — runs a boat trip 
Wednesday through Sunday afternoons 
to see the whooping cranes. 
The boat is the “ Whooping Crane.” 


Its skipper for the past 14 years has 
been Capt. Brownie Brown — equally 
skilled in boating, bird-spotting and 
colorful microphone language. 
Bonnie and I were on board Friday 
afternoon of last week. 
Our visit to the whooping cranes was 


a “ double dip.” We followed the boat 
trip with a visit to the refuge Saturday. 
What a combination! 
We had a fine break at the refuge. 
Glen Smart, coordinator of endangered 
species research for U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, was there. He talked 
to us about the long fight to save the 
whoopers. 
As recently as 1954 there were only 
23 whoopers alive. 
Today there are 99. 
The largest group is the B9 on the 
refuge and nearby. Of these, 12 were 
hatched last summer. 
Then there are six in the wild with 
the greater sandhill cranes that nest in 
Idaho and winter in New Mexico. This 
is an unusual experiment designed to 
get the whooping cranes spread out so 
they will be less vulnerable to a disas­ 
ter that might strike one area. All 
those that winter at Aransas nest at 
Wood Buffalo National Park in the far 
north of Canada and the flock migrates 
on the same route. 
“ There usually are two eggs in the 
whooping crane nest. But they are not 
laid at the sam e time and this usually 
m eans that only one of the eg g s is 
hatched,” Smart said. 
"So we have taken one egg from a 
num ber of n ests and put them in 


Because there are so many, the gull often is considered a commonplace sort of bird. But what can surpass the

sandhill crane nests in Idaho In 1975, 
four birds were hatched.

“ This year four were again hatched 
from 14 eggs. But on the migration 
south one was killed when hi* flew into 
a fence. 
"We do not believe tin* whoopers will 
cross-breed with the sandhills but that 


is a possibility. Whoopers start nesting 
when they are about five years old A 
couple m ates for life and both male 
and female sit on the eggs.” 
There are 24 whooping cran es i i i 
captivity — again another way to keep 
the species alive if d isaster struck 
those in the wild. 
The P atuxent W ildlife R esearch

“ For those of us around the world 


who love birds — this is M ecca.”

The eyes of whooping crane experts 
are on the San Antonio zoo. 
Will Crip and Ektu live happily — 
and affectionately — ever after? When 
nesting season ends will there be some 
baby whoopers brightening their San 
Antonio home? 
A determined effort is being made to 
raise whoopers 
in 
captivity. 
If a 
disaster wiped out the whoopers in the 
wild, zoo cranes could save the species 
from extinction. 
Crip is a tough old-timer. He was 
found with a broken wing at the Aran­ 
sas refuge in October 1949 


He and Josephine were parents of 
several whoopers at the New Orleans 
zoo. After Josephine died, ( rip and 
Rosie were mated here at the San 
Antonio zoo. One of their offspring. 
Tex, born iii 19H7, is at the Interna­ 
tional Crane Foundation at Baraboo, 
Wis. 
Rosie died in 1971 and now Ektu has 
been transferred to San Antonio from 
the Patuxent research center. 
Ektu has had two trial marriages. 
Neither worked. Ektu whipped and 
dominated both of her grooms and no 
romance followed. 


"But when she started acting tough 
with (’rip, he really showed her who 
was boss,” Louis Iii Sabato, head of 
the zoo, reports. 


“ All seems to be working well. We 
believe such things as a special diet 
and lengthened daylight hours may 
induce Ektu to lay more than the two 
eggs usually found in a whooper nest 
We believe it may be possible for her to 
lay as many as nine eggs." 
No one knows how old ( rip is. He 
was an adult when he was found almost 
30 years ago. 


Center in Maryland has 19. Then* is a 
pair at the San Antonio zoo and another 
pair at the International Crane Trust at 
Baraboo, Wis.

I have heard from several druggists who 
were upset concerning my response to a 
writer who asked about the continued use of 
a certain drug. The writer noted that her 
pharmacist questioned her about continued 
use of the medication over along period of 
time, and she asked me what she should do. 
My response was that, her physician was 
the best judge of the matter, because as her 
doctor, he is the one best qualified to 
balance any potential risks against her 
specific needs. 


This response was, of course, not intended to 
imply that the lady’s druggist was wrong in sug­ 
gesting a review of the drug therapy. In fact, In an 
earlier column I strongly emphasized the vital role 
p h a rm a c ists have a l­ 
l a y s played in this 
matter. 
Any long-range medi 
cation use m ust be re ­ 
viewed from tim e to 
time to note any possible 
adverse effects. But, as I 
suggested, the attending 
physician is the one to do 
the monitoring and, of 
course, m ake the d e ­ 
cision based on the pa­ 
tients’ needs. 
Well, all this got me in 
the soup with some of 
my 
p h a rm a c ist col­ 
leagues. It is important 
that the pharm acist in 
the above case did ques­ 
tion the prolonged use of 
the drug, as it is with 
any potentially hazardous drugs, hi fact, many 
pharmacists will contact a physician about such 
continued use. 
The physician may not always be aware of it. 
Teamwork is necessary. So I stand by my previous 
comments, even though I regret any m isunder­ 
standing that may have been created. 


Bulk diet 


Dear Dr Thosteson: Can a person on a low-calorie 
diet get constipated? I’ve been trying to lose weight, 
but I’ve noticed a change in my bowel habits, with a 
mild constipation Please comment. — Mrs. O W. 
It’s not how much you eat as what you are eating. 
Bulk is important, as you know, in promoting bowel 
activity. But a low-calorie diet doesn’t have to be one 
that sacrifices bulk, unless it’s one of those horrible 
liquid weight loss programs 
Most reducing diets emphasize vegetables and 
such, which contain much cellulose. Cellulose is a 
good bulk producer. 
Other foods are absorbed chiefly in the lower 
intestines, where they help keep the bowels active. 
Sugar is one, and eliminating that might account for 
some bowel changes. I’m not recommending that 
you start eating sugar, however — a bit of pruiw 
juice might be all you need. There are a couple of 
sensible weight loss diets in my booklet, "Lost 
Secrets of Reducing.” Readers can get a copy by 
sending 35 cents and a stam ped, self-addressed 
envelope to care of this newspaper.

But here we were on the boat with 
some men in short-sleeved shirts and 
one or two women in halter top outfits 
Corpus Christi that afternoon broke an 
all-time Jan. 2H record. It was 83 
The first couple we approached 
about "back hom e" weather was 
Charles and Vera Sw alist rom of Fort 
Dodge, Iowa. 
"We called home this morning." he 
said. "It was ‘JU below — a 35-mile 
wind and a chill factor of 5(1 below. I 
was going to fly home for a big farm 
machinery exhibit but I’ve decided not 
to go." 
A 14-inch snow was falling when a 
couple from Hustings, Mich., headed 
south — on top of a lot of earlier snow. 
Weather 
There were two couples from Ro­ 
chester, Minn. — "we called home and 
the 11 IO! I forecast for today was ll 
below." 
There were three couples from Ver­ 
mont — one with a house looking out on 
Lake Champlain — "no need to call 
about tin* weather there." A Chicago 
couple reported the chill factor there 
was t)2 below —"all our schools are 
closed in Follansbee, VV. Va." — and 
even two people from Florida told of 
tin' freeze there. 
As we pulled out from the Sea Gun 
dock to start our trip and the propeller 
churned the water, the gulls took to the 
air right behind us 


The gull may be a commonplace bird 
— but is there anything to match the 
grace of a gull sailing motionless in the 
wind? 
Maybe the best way to give you a 
lit th* flavor of this wonderful trip is a 
sort of disjointed quoting of (’apt. 
Brown and Rowlett on the microphone 
— punctuated by the shouts of the ex­ 
pert birders on both of the boats 
decks. 
"These 
are 
laughing 
gulls 
— 
there’s an unusual one — his head is 
all black — look close-in at IO o’clock 
(all directions are given by tin' clock’s 
face) — it s a Bonaparte gull — almost 
solid white — off to the left bobbing 
there on water — it’s a golden eye — 
most ducks feed on salt water at this 
time of year — even those that go 
inland to fresh water to nest — that 
beautiful little white bird is a Forster’s 
tern — watch that one cut 
loose as lie dives . . . 
Crab traps 


"Look at all those crab 
traps bobbing in the 
water — lots of blue 
crabs here — quick — 
coming toward the boat 
at 5 o’clock — it’s a 
ring-billed gull — Chin­ 
ese use them for fishing 
— put a collar round 
their neck so they can't 
swallow the fish they 
catch — here comes a 
herring gull — biggest 
gull on this coats — 
“ Talk about something 
pretty — look at all those 
birds covering every inch 
of that sandbar — that 
big white cluster is pele­ 
va ns — the black cluster 
stringing out from this — 
cormorants — 
“ Hurry -— at 2 o’clock 
— see that blanket of 
ducks — what a mixture 
— pintails — gadwalls — 
widgeons — there's a 
shoveler . . . 
We had been following 
a marked channel across 
tin' bay and now iii front 
of us was a big marker 
with a red “ 13" on it. We 
cut sharp left and were iii 
the Intercoastal W ater­ 
way — headed alongside 
the great marshes where 
the whoopers are. Sud- 


ln tim e cam e that fin a l shout o f Copt. Brown — 
as his 
w hooper count rea ch ed 31 and we hea d ed fo r hom e 


shouted: 


“ There they are — there they are — 
see those two white slashes in the 
water 
right near the shoreline 
—they’re our first whoopers. For the 
purpose of the count, that’s two." 


Spotting other waterfowl continued 
— and sailing above the tangled marsh 
grass of Rattlesnake Island was a big 
marsh hawk. A small sparrow hawk 
trailed him. Then came an unusual 
find, a white-tailed hawk found in the 
U.S. only in South Texas and Arizona. 
Soon a great flight of blue Canada 
geese settled on the water — three 


brown pelicans, now becoming rare, 
were in flight. 


But the big story was the whoopers 
and ( apt. Brown kept the microphone 
popping: 
Grass 


"Look over there in the grass — 
there’s three whoopers — the one with 
the slightly reddish color is one of this 
year’s crop.” 


Then tilt1 captain almost shouted: 


“ Look way over yonder toward that 
tree line — on the far side of the lake — 


there are six whoopers — watch that 
one jump and flash his wings — there 
he goes again!” 


All the whoopers we saw were dis­ 
tant but near enough that the outline of 
the white birds could be seen clearly — 
particularly through binoculars — and 
the profile was unmistakeable. 


The count kept mounting — some­ 
times three — usually a pair — some­ 
times a lone bird — neck stretched 
high out of thevgrass. 


Then came the highlight of the day 
for Bonnie and me. 


A winding inlet came into the bay at 
our left. 


In front of its mouth was a mass of 
great blue herons. Behind them were 


20 or 30 of those wonderful white peli­ 
cans. And mixed in with them was an 
almost equal number of roseate 
spoonbills! 


In time came that final shout of 
(apt. Brown — as his whooper count 
-cached 31 and we headed for home. 


How much I would like to tell you 
about our next day on the refuge — the 
trees at Dagger Point — the clumps of 
oak and the great fields of brown sage 
— ducks noisily winging up from 
sparkling little ponds. And we must 
have seen little herds of deer a dozen 
times. 
But the thing we will remember 
most — 
Turning a corner in that little Loop 
Road and out in front of us walking 
majestically down the road — eight 
big. bronze w ild turkeys.

Texas skies clear

Fair temperatures and clear skies prevailed over 
most of Texas Friday as part of a welcome warming 
trend that settled over the state, but cooler temper­ 
atures were expected during the weekend. 
Only the extreme east and southeast portions of 
Texas reported cloudy skies. The blunket of low 
clouds and patchy big extended east of a line from 
Texarkana to Longview lo Houston and was moving 
slowly eastward out of the state. 
Winds across the state were light and norlhly to 
northwesterly spreading dry air over Texas and 
helping clear the skies.

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TU’s 'Earnest’ 
is pleasant show 


GILBERTO MUNGUIA 
. . . at Trinity

If Trinity U niversity’s pro­ 
duction of “The Importance of 
Being Earnest” is not a funny 
show, it is at least pleasant. 
But being pleasant is the least one 
expects of Oscar Wilde’s comedy pok­ 
ing fun at the social restrictions of the 
upper class. It is probably close to 
impossible to do an outright poor job of 
“ E a rn e st.” W ilde’s drollery sim ply 
won’t permit it. 
W ilde’s wit comes through intact. 
His way of refusing to take anything 
serious other than the trivial results in 
his famous dicta. He was against din­ 
ing with relatives and flirting with 
one’s own husband (both disgraces). 
He considered it vulgar to talk like a 
dentist, m orbid to have m oral sym ­ 
pathy with invalids. 
To Wilde, losing one parent was un­ 
fortunate, but to lose both was care­ 
lessness. And his characters lack “ the 
high m oral tone th at is hardly 
conducive to health or happiness.” 
Wit 
W ith such a high ra te of wit in 
“ E a rn e st,” the lines can alm ost be 
allowed to speak for themselves. But 
they would, of course, be better re ­ 
ceived if the Trinity production’s di­ 
rector, Robert Boyard, had succeeded 
in establishing a style for his play. 


Review 


As W ilde wrote on another topic, 
with “ Earnest” style is everything and 
Sincerity is nothing. The Trinity pro­ 
duction wavers between extrem e sty­ 
lishness and foolish sincerity. 
Gary Clark as John Worthing, who 
p reten d s to he his n e’er-do-w ell 
brother, Earnest, whenever he is in the 
city, achieves the best balance of style 
and character. He is sly and amusing, 
giving each line a solid tongue-in- 
cheek treatm ent 
Damon Davis, as Algernon, John’s 
friend, who also im personates E ar­ 
nest. is played in an entirely different 
style by Damon Davis. l)a \is m akes 
his character a devilish gay blade, 
with an emphasis on gay. His legs and 
arms are constantly swishing about to 
the point of distracting from his lines. 
When he delivers Wilde’s famous epi­ 
gram that “ divorces are made in Hea­ 
ven ,” he does so with a form al ap­ 
proach to the audience that robs the 
line of any lightness.

As the two m en’s fiancees, M idge 
Woolsey and Georgetta Shelton both 
lack the bubble-headedness that one 
would think appropriate to two young 


women who insist they will not m arry 
anyone not named Earnest. 
Woolsey, while too m ature for the 
role, does have a fine sense of comic ' 
timing and expression If she doesn’t I 
make a perfect Gwendolen, she is still * 
an interesting actress. Shelton is mis- » 
cast and seems unable to adapt to the ; 
English accent. 
In su p p o rtin g roles, E lla -Mao 
Brainard as Gwendolen’s mother, ful­ 
fills another character’s description of 
her as a monster, but, unfairly, not a 
myth. Michael Boyd as Canon Chasu­ 
ble has a fine sim pleton’s expression 
that one suspects Wilde would have 
approved of when worn by a clergy­ 
man. 
Overall, Bovard’s direction lacks the 
sparkle needed to accompany Wilde’s 
wit. Even a rough diamond can dazzle, 
but the sparkles would be even better.

Recent accounts in media in­ 
dicate that prices of homes have 
been escalating faster than fa­ 
mily incomes and that many 
house hunters are finding a 
first-time purchase beyond their 
means.

Subjects (SOARS). 


Sponsored by the Texas Heal Estate 
Research Center (TUERO and Texas 
A&M, the unique series of classes 
offers experienced real estate practi- 
cioners the opportunity to learn the 
latest concepts and techniques of the 
realty field. 


‘Tools needed’ 


“ SOARS students attend classes on 
the cam pus of Texas A&M for two 
weeks a year for three y e a rs ,” ex­ 
plained TRERC Director Dr. Alvin B. 
Wooten. “ At graduation, we believe 
they are equipped with the tools need­ 
ed to put them years ahead of their 
contemporaries.” 


In struction is org anized around 
three basic fields of study, the real 
estate investment decision, managing 
the practice of real estate and govern- 
ment-industry interface 


The 1978 session of SOARS included 
the first-class graduated from the pro­ 
gram. Students from ll states attended 
this session, and TRERC officials ex­ 
pect an even greater cross-section of 
representation in 1977. 


“ For years, real estate practitioners 
have had to rely on individual semin­ 
a rs. short cou rses and in stitu tes 
sprinkled across the country for their 
advanced professional education," ex­ 
plained SOARS C oordinator Gary 
llousley.

Feasibility/investment analysis 
and government regulations are inte­ 
grated into the simulation A full set of 
financials are computer-run for each 
team following each set of decisions. 
The computer even prepares listing, 
market and financial consulting infor­ 
mation. 


“The management simulation phase 
of SOARS was developed at considera­ 
ble cost,” explains llousley. “ It is the 
most sophisticate and up-to-date real 
estate simulation in existence, and it 
provides a valuable learning exper­ 
ience for SOARS students. 


"SOARS teaches the successful as­ 
sembly and presentation of complex 
financial pack ages, d e m o n stra te s 
methods of managing real estate firms 
more profitably and provides insight 
into governmental regulations while 
unveiling strategies for dealing with 
them." he added.

The production of high-quality 


fruit, whether in our backyards 
or in a commercial orchard, 
doesn’t just happen. It takes 
careful planning and lots of 
work. 
I ’m afraid many of us fall into the 
procedure of dropping by the local 
outlet and buying “ Just” a fruit tree 
(or trees) and then run home and stick 
it in the ground. To obtain the greatest 
benefit from the tree, fruitwise, one 
has to plant it properly and control 
insects and diseases long after it is 
planted. 
Varietal selection 
The one aspect of fruit production 
many gardeners do urotig. from the 
start, is varietal selection. We choose 
varieties not adapted to South Texas 
conditions and then wonder why they 
do not perform very well. Sure. they 
may grow and have a few fruit; but. 
aren’t you after large, consistent yields 
year after year? 
An example would be the Elberta 
peach. It has got to be the best eating 
peach there is but not a consistent 
performer in San Antonio, peaches, as 
you may know, have to have a certain 
number of chilling hours (below 45° F ) 
before they will break dormancy and 
produce in the Spring. 
Different peaches have different 
chilling requirements (total hours). 
The Elberta peach requires a large 
number of chilling hours (around 900 
hours), as compared to 650 hours for 
June Gold. In normal W inters, we Just 
don't get enough hours under 45° F to 
satisfy the chilling requirements of

Increasingly, more homes are being 
put up for sale, and the dollar volume 
of these sales continues to rise both 
here and across tilt' nation.

“ Now is truly a good time to sell a 
house,” said Hay Ragsdill, president 
of San Antonio Board of Realtors Inc. 
and last year's chairman of the Multi­ 
ple Listing Service conducted by the 
ixia rd. 
The MLS is an arrangement where 
each broker brings his listings to the 
attention of other members. When a 
sale results, the commission is divided 
between the broker bringing the listing 
and the broker making the sale. The 
MLS works to the advantage of both 
seller and buyer by placing informa­ 
tion about a piece of property in tin' 
hands of all member brokers who. in 
turn, pass it on to their clients. 


Data gathered from the MLS show it 
takes an averaged till days from the 
time a house is listed until it is sold 
“ Of course, many places sell much 
quicken.” said Ragsdill.

31. I HTH. a total of 756 homes sold in the 
northeastern sector of Bexar County 
for an,average price of $34,102, ac­ 
cording to MLS figures. Northwestern 
homes brought an average slightly 
higher. $33,507; there were 033 sold. 


Iii the southern part of the county, 
207 homes changed owners for an 
average price of $19,284 in the eastern 
half. The other half of southern Bexar 
County saw 308 homes sell for an 
average price of $19,414. 


Many of these sales represent, a 
change in ownership of existing 
homes. 


According to the National Associa­ 
tion of Realtors, sales rose 0.9 per cent 


iii November to reach a seasonally-ad­ 
justed, annual rate of 3,320,000. slight­ 
ly below the peak of 3,330.000 estab­ 
lished in September. 


The November sales pace was 17.3 
per cent higher than the same month a 
year ago and 38.9 per cent above No­ 
vember. 1974. when the real estate 
market was beset with high interest 
rates, inflation and recession. 
The dollar value of the existing 
homes sold during the month was $9.7 
billion throughout the nation. Com­ 
pared with November a year ago, the 
median sales price of existing single- 
tamilv homes moved up 8.7 per cent 
from $35,700 to $38,800.

G arriso n said he found c o m m itte e 
m e m b e rs “ very recep tiv e.” He added 
that m e m b e rs are looking at p ark fund 
31, w h ic h g e ts its m o n e y fro m th e 
penny-a-pack tax on cigarettes, to ease 
the cu rren t financial strain 
T h e c i g a r e t t e ta x m o n e y is e a r ­ 
m a rk ed for acquisition, p lan ning and 
developm ent of state p a rk s If the le­ 
g is la tu re a d d s p a rk op era tio n to the 
list, the funds now being spent on this 
item can be used in other a re a s of the 
d ep artm en t 


Garrison said fund 31 now has about 
$6 million over and above the amount 
programmed and that he feels the fund 
will have accumulated approximately 
SIS million by the end of 1979 over and 
above what is appropriated for co n ­ 
struction 


T his is a solution to the im m ed ia te 
financial pro b lem s of the d ep a rtm e n t, 
but it is not n e c e s s a rily the best solu­ 
tio n .

The racing Sa­ 
vanna has a top speed of 114 miles an hour 
and can do the standing start quarter- 
tnile in 1H 9 seconds. 
While the performance of many auto­ 
mobiles has declined because of increas­ 
ingly stringent exhaust emission control 
standards, safety regulations and fuel 
economy competition, the RX-3 SP will 
rank near the top of high performance 
cars sold in the United States.
